Gentlemen : 

In  reference  to  resolution  No.  930  for  the  opening 
of  an  alley  extending  from  Tyler  Street  to  Steup 
Avenue  between  Rosemont  Drive  and  Huffman  Street  the 
following  observations  are  made: 

1.  Alleys  in  residential  districts  are  discour- 
aged wherever  possible. 

2.  The  subdivision  regulations  provide  that 
where  alleys  are  provided  in  residential 
areas  that  they  shall  have  a minimum  width 
of  14  feet. 

3.  There  is  some  justification  for  the  use  of 
alleys  in  areas  which  have  maximum  lot  widths 
of  50  feet  or  less  because  the  resulting  side 
yards  are  of  an  inadequate  width  to  permit  side 
drives . 

If  the  owners  of  all  of  the  lots  involved  determine  that 
they  want  and  need  the  alley,  it  is  recommended  that  the 
project  be  approved  only  if: 

1.  The  proposed  alley  has  a minimum  width  of  14  feet. 

2.  The  owners  of  the  property  are  able  and  willing  to 
proceed  with  the  improvement  of  the  alley  immedi- 
ately . 

3.  All  costs  involved  are  assessed  against  the  abut- 
ting property  owners  and  there  is  no  expense  to 
the  city  in  any  respect.
